en rank as one of the chief causes of 
death in this state, with 3.S3S deaths 
in 1918 and 
an .average 
of 1,813 a 
year in the lust eight years, according 
to state 
records 
of vital 
statistics. 


While the "great white plng-ue" lire- 
vails at all tunes, cancel' is essentially 
a disease of adult life. 
At ages over 


40 cancer causes 
one 
death out of 


every eight among- women, and one 
out of every 14 among men. 


"Cancff 
is a curable disease, and 


probably 
«0 percent 
of the 
80,000 


yearly deaths 
are 
unnecessary and 
preventable." says the state board of 
health. 
"It is a. popular misconcep-^ 


lion to say that 
we know 
nothing: 


about the cause of cancer. 
Much is 
now known about the conditions, such 
as the habits of life, predisposing- fac- 
tors and the various forma of chronic 
irritation under 
which 
the disease 


arise;;. 
If this knowledge were more 


widely disseminated and utilized the 
mortality 
from 
cancer 
would 
un- 


doubtedly he reduced. 
"Cancer Is curable because it is at 
first a. local disease, and not a consti- 
tutional or blood disease. It begins in 
one spot as a small growth, which in 
the early stages can be removed. 
If 


this is done Ijy a competent surgeon, 
every trace of the disease ran often he 
removed so that it will not return. If 
neglected, however, 
cancer 
spreads 


like fire and gets beyond control." 
The disease rarely causes pain at 
first, and therefore may be too etisily 
neglected during the early and more 
hopeful stages. 
Records .of the best 


hospitals prove 
that the 
chances of 


cure are high with early operat.ion, 
and that these chances decrease with 
every day of delay.

GAS CLOUD ON SUN IS 
UNUSUAL PHENOMENON

Chicago, Thursday, May 
23.—An- 


nouncement of an 
unusual 
celestial 
phenomenon, an enormous cloud of 
fras gathering on the eastern edge of 
the sun, was made from the Yerkcs 
observatory of the University of Chi- 
cago at Lake Geneva today. 
/ 
It wa.s 
announced 
in connection 


with the total eclipse of the sun at $ 
a. m. which was visible in Brazil and 
equatorial Africa. The gas cloud, said 
Prof. K. B. Frost of the Yerkes ob- 
eervatory, must have caused a brilliant 
spectacle, where the total eclipse was 
visible. 
This cloud was (trot observer! two 


days ago. 
It has grown to one of the 


largest of its kind ever observed i at 
Yerkes. where it is said to be now 
entirely detached, from the sun and to 
extend for tbout 340,000 miles in an 
arc along- the sun's 
edge, 
probably 


125,000 miles away, from the edge. 
The distance from Xhe sun to tho top 
of the cloud is estimated at 200,000 
miles. A sun spot is becoming visible 
beneath the cloud on the sun's edge.

Some confusion seems to have arisen 


in tho minds of householders con- 
cerning the requirements ot" the gar- 
bage ordinance recently enacted by 
the city council.
